2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the Applicant has 
amended claim 1 by including the subject matter of the previously objected claim 2, thus 
rendering said claim 1 and dependent claim 5 patentable over the art of record. Reasons of 
allowance of claim 2 have been presented in paragraph 8 of the non-final Office action mailed on 
1 1/16/04.
